He  spent  many  hours 
looking  at  his  collection  and  categorizing  them  in  his  IASAC 
books.  He  know  who  he  had  purchased  his  bars/rounds  from,  how 
much  he  had  paid,  where  he  had  purchased  them,  and  when  he  had 
made  his  purchases.  This  pleased  him  very  much  Unfortunately, 
tor  him  his  daughter  liked  to  invite  friends  over  to  his  house  while 
the  collector  and  his  wife  were  at  work.  The  daughter  would  often 
bring  her  boyfriend  and  some  of  his  cronies  to  the  house.

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U.S.  POSTAL  SERVICE

1971  is  the  year  that  the  U.S.  Postal  Service  was  officially  inaugurated  {July  1,  1971)  These 
medals  were  most  probably  issued  as  pan  of  that  celebration  Previously  the  postal  service  was  a 
Cabinet  Department  under  the  name  of  the  Post  Office  Department  it  is  believed  that  this  Medals 
Celebration  was  a  milestone  when  the  United  States  Postal  Service  was  organized  and  they  became  a 
union. 

Now  after  almost  40  years  a  large  collection  has  been  discovered  The  weight  of  these  medals  is 
about  20.9  grams.  It  is  also  my  belief  that  the  medals  are  made  of  bronze.  One  version  is  believed  to  be 
oxidized  bronze.  By  definition,  and  according  to  Random  House  .  Webster's  Dictionary

98  degrees. F  with  a  heat  factor  ol  107.  i  mention  this  because  I  was  to 
meet  another  IASAC  member,  Mr.  William  “Bill”  Haffner  for  the  first 
time.  Bill  had  read  a  number  of  my  articles  in  the  Bugle  and  said  he  was 
going  to  call  or  write  me  someday.

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OK,  WHAT  DO  YOU  THINK? 


In  the  September  21,  2010  issue  of  the  Numismatic  News  Patrick  A. 
Heller  wrote  an  article  titled  “Do  paper  sellers  have  silver  to  deliver?” 

It  starts  out  “There  are  several  factors  when  put  together  signal  that  the 
physical  silver  market  could  be  on  the  brmk  of  a  panicked  buying  frenzy.” 

In  years  past  bargain-hunting  buyers  of  silver  and  gold  would  often  wait 
weeks  for  a  market  correction  to  drive  down  prices  before  making  their 
purchases.  A  year  ago,  the  bargain  shoppers  were  only  waiting  about  one 
day  to  jump  in. 

He  received  confirmation  from  a  source  that  a  new  major  buyer  of 
physical  silver  entered  the  market  that  had  not  been  buying  before. 

On  Thursday,  Sept.  2  there  were  no  deliveries  on  COMEX  silver  con¬ 
tracts  and  only  nine  deliveries  the  day  before.  There  is  about  a  ten  for  one 
discrepancy  of  contracts  of  open  interest  versus  notices  of  delivery  It 
could  be  possible  that  the  reason  is  there  is  not  enough  silver  to  fulfill  the 
delivery.  Evidently  HSBC  and  Scotia  Mocatta  are  two  large  banks  that  are 
most  suspected  of  not  having  sufficient  physical  silver  to  meet  their  obli¬ 
gations. 

For  July,  the  London  Bullion  Market  Association  declined  by  32.7% 
from  already  low  levels.  It  seems  like  LBMA  has  only  enough  physical 
silver  to  fulfill  1-3%  of  all  outstanding  contracts.  The  price  of  silver 
closed  Sept.  10  at  $19.91,  its’ highest  close  since  Mar.  17,2008.  With 
both  COMEX  and  LBMA  showing  problems  of  having  enough  silver  to 
make  physical  deliveries,  He  anticipates  that  demand  will  mount  in  the 
next  few  weeks.  There  will  be  pressure  mounting  from  two  sources.  First, 
a  number  of  paper  silver  contract  owners  will  be  trying  to  convert  their 
paper  into  physical  metal.  Second  it  is  possible  that  a  number  of  profes¬ 
sional  investors,  perceiving  a  rare  opportunity'  to  profit  from  a  supply 
squeeze,  will  continue  to  increase  their  buying  efforts. 

At  some  point  ,the  price  of  silver  will  rise  so  high  that  there  will  be  profit 
-taking  and  retrenchment  His  “crystal  ball”  says  that  we  are  nowhere 
close  to  that  level  now.  Maybe  $25  by  the  end  of  Sept  and  $30  by  the  end 
of  2010  would  be  a  reasonable  prospect. 

This  is  what  Patrick  A.  Heller  thinks.
